Alondra Park is one of the newer
recreation areas recently acquired
by tha county and ‘comprises 319
acres located on the southarly &ide
of Centinela Valley. /It is bounded
on the north by Center street, on
the south by Redondo-Riverside

on the east and Prairle avenue on
the west. Tt will serve all contig-
uous territory; but is most advan-
tageously situated faer residents of
Torrance, Lomita, Lawndale, Gar-
dena, Hawthorne, Strawberry Park
and/ other near centers of populp-
tion. %
